Reform iu the Constitution of the 
Colony- 



Elections aro the order of tbe day, 
politics aro tbe principal topics of con- 
versation, in England, America, Spain, 
and British Columbia j doubtless each 
country think their own particulat 
affairs tho most important, and small 
as is tho power vested in tbo people o( 
this Colony, we must not iorgot thai 
there is a possibility of improvement ; 
tho evil day cannot last for over, tho 
one man system vaunt have an end, 
and tho people of .British Columbia 
can hasten that end, by a steady de- 
termination to select no members to 
represont them in tho Counoil, who 
are not pledged to do their utraoBt to 
reform the- present system of Govern- 
ment. The taxpayers and electors are 
one and all of opinion that improve- 
ment is neoded, none aro contented 
with the existing arrangement, and 
although the constitution of the Colony 
gives the people no real voice or sub- 
stantial share in tho Government, it 
gives tbem an opportunity of selecting 
members to ropreseot them who have 
tbe conrage to stand up in their places 
in the .Legislative Council, and tell 
tbe Governor what tbe people of the 
Colony desire, and what are their 
rights and privileges, and who have 
the perseveranoe to flgut the pooplo's 
battle stop by step, no matter how 
small the minority in which thoy find 
themselves. Nothing can be more 
dangerous than the policy ad?ocatod 
by some of those who are so opposed 
to the present fallacious semblance of 
representative institutions, that they 
positively shrink from taking any 
part in keeping up the sham, and with 
this feeling overcoming all othor senti- 
ments they seriously advise that no 
representatives shall bo selected by 
tho people of tho Colony — that this is 
most dangerous advice, no one who 
gives tbo subject connideraticn, will 
deny. In the first place it would bo 
impossible, even if the people of tho 
Colony were as one man in their 
unanimity of actioD, to prevent soroo 
persons not truly belonging to tbo 
people, from proposing and seconding 
some members legally qualified for tbe 
Council, although in other respects 
perhaps totally unfitted for it, and in 
this manner a Council might bo made 
up ot nominees; and theio would go 
homo to the Colonial Office, false evi- 
dence of the concurrei co oi tbo people 
in tbe policy of tbo Government ; and 
even if some places in tho Colony who 
are entitled to send representatives, 
should bo sufficiently united to bo able 
to carry out an agreomont to refrain 
from selecting members, what would 
bo tho effect? Would it not cnablo 
tbo Governor to repeat his a^seriion 
that all is progressing well and favor- 
ably, so well indeed that the people 
were content to leavo the full control 
and direction of pub'io affairs to the 
Executive. Mr. Seymour has shown 
himself so incapable of properly dis- 
charging tho duties of Governor, and 
tbo Executive Coun'-il bavo so com- 
pletely lailed in a'ivising measures ol 
any kind for the good of the Colony, 
that tho people's only safeguard con, 
sists in sending mom! ors to the Council 
Who will protest against tbo continu- 
ance of tho present irresponsible and 
expensive Government. Whothor tho 
people of tho Colony succeed in their 
wishes or not, whether Confederation 
takes place immediately or not, they 
must not relox in their endeavors until 
thoy succeed in obtaining a Govorm>r 
who will have the energy, at least, to 
make a show of doing something. The 
passive and apathetic indolenco which 
porvades every being who is in any 
way officially conneotcd with tho 
Ciovornor is most disgraoeful, and has 
a most perniciouB eff ct upon tho pro- 
gress of tho Colony. As the dense 
fog and smoko in which we have late- 
ly buen enveloped has seemed to cast 
an air of depression upon all active 
business, so has tho listless apathy of 
, the Governor and bis disregard of tho 
wants and desires of tho people thrown 
a cloud over tho prospects of tbe 
oountry. Had tho loading officials in 
the Colony boon men of onergy, much 
of tbo evil engendered by tho want of 
business habits of the Governor, might 
have boon averted, or at all events 
counteracted, by a duo attention to 
' the administration of public affairs, 
but unlortunatoly lack of energy 
seems to bo infectious. Thero is no 
determination to infuse my spirit of 
onorgy or aclivity into any branch of 
tho public business of tho Colonv ovor 
whioh the Exooutivo offioors have any 
control or infiuonco. Lamon table in- 



deed would bo the slate of the Colony 
were its affairs left to tho undisturbed 
and unquestioned direction of tbe 
Heads of Departments; tbo gross 
negleot of the Indians during tho 
growth and progross of tho epidemic 
which is uow passing over us, is 
anothor instanoo, if ono wore wanting, 
of tho want of caro and onorgy of tho 
Governor, and tbo offioors of tho 
Secretariat, whoso duty it was to take 
proper Btops to check tho spread of 
the pestilence. But tho instances of 
mi^governmont aro unfortunatoly tho 
rule instoad of the exception, and 
undor our present system tho only 
means that tho people have ot guard- 
ing the shadow ot popular rights 
which is allowed them, and of obtain- 
ing fair representative institutions, is 
to send enorgotio, bold, and porsovor- 
ing men into tbo Council to be a 
chock upon the official part of it, and 
to strive without ceasiug for the rights 
of tho people. 



Draining the Meadows on William 
Greeks 



Editor Colonist,— With $40,000, which 
can easily be obtuincd, aud givo now life to 
tho Colony, the following nctieme T would re- 
establish tbe livaly times of 1862-3 and A, if 
the Government would but suoction it. It 
would be this : Reserve all ths claims od 
William Creek asd Willow River, from 
Marysville to tho mouth of iMofquito Croek 
with all of tbe water, aod divide it into 
fifty feet claims extending from bill to bill, 
iheicby ensuring fifty feet of tbo channel 
to each claim ; the number of claims would 
be about four hundred ; to Bell tbem at one 
hundred dollars each, guaranteeing that tbe 
porehdser shall be ot no more expense unm' 
bis claim shall be drained, and that tbe 
monoy shall be used for draining, which will 
amount to about lorty thousand dollars 
aod by allowing five milea to be re- 
served and about one mile waste for drain- 
age. Then let out a oontraot to twelve 
competent miners to run a drain the whole 
distance, at one dollar and fifty cents p<?r 
foot j this would about keep tbem in pro- 
visions, tools, &c, and as an inducement to 
get such men to take hold of the work, give 
tbem tbe right to collect ono dollar per day 
from each claim for drainage with tbe right 
to wash the dirt taken out of the drain ; 
which would gnaranteo each contractor a 
fortuns, to be gained with four years' labor, 
Who would not be willing to take a chance 1 
In California it is common where men with- 
out means that huve a four or five years' job 
ahead, (to run through rim rock), for them 
to divide their interest with a partner who 
will work for wages ; elsewhere, to support 
both while the tuanel is being run, or give a 
mercbaot ono half of their claim to -ee tbem 
through, There are many ways to obtain 
assistance with so good a prospect ahead ; 
in this case tho mintr has all iu his favor 
and the Government a>so would be perfectly 
safe, by retaining five thousand dollars to pay 
for tbo sureyinir of 401 straight lines across 
William Creek and to pay an officer or some 
o>ber responsible person a nominal salary 
for receiving the work and paying for it. By 
this means, in three years, tho drain would 
be completed about four miles, wbicb would 
uQord three miles ol mining ground, aod al- 
though tbe funds would then bo exhausted,— 
as tbo contractors woold have an income of 
three hundred dollars per day. they would 
be able and anxious to complete tho other 
mile at their own expense, and thereby, in 
my opinion, facilitate tbo working of tbe 
richest foar miles cf plucer diggings in '.be 
world ; for in proportion as tbe upper part of 
William Cieek yielded coarse gold, so it is 
reasonable to suppose tbe lower part would 
yield scale and fioe gold. 

The Government controlling the work 
would give purchasers and contractors the 
requisite confidence for euch an undertak- 
ing, and if put into operation immediately 
io twelve months from ic-day, the first claim 
would be drained aud the contractors' in- 
come would be thereby increased every day. 
Wiser heads wi'I readily see how to nut this 
plan imo operation and keep the meadows 
from capitalists who would reap tho gold 
with very litilo benefit to tbe Colony.

A Public Market. 



Editor Colonist, — On several occasions in 
past years, I bavo endeavored to poiul out 
the importance of a market io this city to 
which fumilies might reaorl for the purchaee 
ol farm produce ; but tho indifference and 
apalhy of our farmers have bilberto pre- 
vented its establishment. It is possible thul 
ihey may now be olive to their interests, and 
the recent revival of tho Agricultural Sooiety 
inducoa mo to broach the subject ngain. 
I will simply mention tho benefit which 
would accrue both to tbe producer and con- 
sumer : The formor, instead of carrying 
round to the various stores, grain, vegetables 
&c, which he is obliged to sell at whatever 
price may bo offered rather than return 
home with his oart full, will take them direct 
to he market where ho will bo brought into 
immediate contact with the consumer, who 



will at all times give the fair and proper 
price in cash. Tho latter will, to the great 
benefit of his family, be able at all times 
to obtain fresh vegetables, eggs, butter, &o, 
at the lowest price. As a father of a family 
I can testify to the difficulty I have in ob« 
taining these articles, nnd to tho regret 
which I feel at being obligod to bo depend- 
ant on the occasional visits of a Chinaman 
Should there be uuy probability of tho sub- 
ject being practically token hold of, I would 
iu a subsequent letter eulargo on its import- 
ance. 



Editorial Corrcspoudence--No> 13. 

TJtioa, N. Y., Aug 15, 1868. 

While coming down from Surutoga 
yestorday iu the cars to strike tho Central 
Ruilroad for Niagara Fulls and Canada, 
tbo danger whistlo was suddenly sounded 
and tho brakes were shut down, but be 
fore the train could bo ''slowed," there 
came a crush and a jur that thrilled like 
en electric shock through every car. 
Iustantly three or four hundred passongers 
were on their foot aud stretching thei r 
eager necks out of the windows to ascer- 
tain the cause of the shock. Tho cause 
was soon apparent. Tho ongino had 
struck a loaded wagon as it was being 
driven across tho track, crusbod it to 
atoms, and throw its driver — an old man 
of 60 — from his seat to the ground with 
such force as to injure him in tho most 
fearful and hopeless manner. The horses 
escaped and started off down tho roud 
with a part of the wreck attached to the 
shafts at a break jeck rale of speed. The 
old man was raised tonderly in the arms 
of tho brakesmen and carried into a houso 
near by. Ilia long grey locks were 
streaked with goro which flowed from 
cruel wounds on his head and his breath* 
ing beenme slow and labored. A. physi- 
cian pronounced him dead "to all intents 
and purposes." The breathing was 
irnrely the flickering of the candlo in tho 
socket bfcforo it burned out ontirely. 
Wo left the poor old rami in good hands 
and were soon rolled on again towards 
onr destination, arriving at tjlica at 10 
o'clock tho same ovening, aud remaining 
ovor until to-day. 

Utica is a handsomely built city of about 
people. It has soreral Isrgs 
woollen and cotton factories and being 
situated io tho centre of a t ich agricul 
tural district and on tho line of the Erio 
Canal and New York Central Railroad, 
is necessarily a placo of iinportaueo and 
wealth. 

Horatio Seymour, the Democratic

This morning ho was pointed out to me 
on the street. Ilia features are not unliko 
those of Colonel Baker, formorly Senator 
from Oregon, who was killed in the civil 
war, and his eye is the most expressive 
and intelligent. Ho is apparently about 
50 years of age, dresses very plainly, and 
wears a tall black hat much the worse for 
wear. His father, in a fit of insanity, 
produced by business reverses, blew bis 
brains out thirty years ago, and this fact 
tho Radical press have tho good taste to 
revive and produces a as reason why tho 
Democratic Candidato should not bo re- 
turned .'

Small Vox, 



As tome anxiety prevails amongst the 
publio to leurn tbe condition of the disease 
io regard to the oil;, we yesterday tried to 
■toertaio particulars. First, tbe Municipal 
Sanitary Commission have had all the small 
tcaosnenU, bitbsrto oooopiod by Indiana in 
the lower portions of tbe city, thoroughly 
oleaoaed and whitewashed, and tbe rubbish 
and ouisanoes about them removed and 
burned. An inspection will satisfy anyone 
that this duty has been well performed. 
Fresh cases amongit those people are now 
reported to tbe authorities at onoe, aod the 
patients thereupon removed to tbe hospital at 
the Reserve, where there is a nurse paid $2 
a day, to supply everything requisite during 
sickness, aod to see to immediate interment 
in case of death. A daily report has also 
been requested from the members of tbe 
medical profession, of cases coming uuder 
tbeir cognizance respectively. Up to Mon- 
day; and since last report, Dr Davia senr., 
reported 6w amongst the Ici/Jtaiw, four 
of which provod fatal ; on the 13th Dr 
Powell reported a white man sent to tbe 
hospital, einoa wbiob no fur'her oases were 
reported to the Town Clerk. It is, however, 
desirable thai every oase oocurriog amongsi 
tbe white population should be reported as 
well as those amongst tbe Indiana, in order 
to prevent a spread of tbe disease. The 
authorities should also insist that the inter- 
meats on the Reserve be made deeper than 
gome of the Indian bodies have been, and 
that a lot of old Indian clothes and 
bfdding lying at present about tbsrs, should 
be immediately burned. Whatever may be 
tbe number of cases amongst tbe white 
population, and we have no means of ascer- 
taining accurately, there cun be no doubt 
that amongst tbe Indians, the disease is 
abating. 

A Question or Going to Bed —The right 
of a muster to order a servant to go to bed, 
was the question involved in a case which 
came before the County Court Judge at 
Guilford, England, recently. Elizir-etb 
Wheatley sued James White for 16s 8J in 
• lien of notice. Tbe defendant is the land- 
lord of i be Talbot Inn at Ripley. Tbe plain- 
tiff said sbe was in the service of defendant, 
who had dismissed ber without giving bar 
any notioe. Tbe cause or Dei Ulbuils.ai woo 
that tbe detendant came down iolo the 
kitchen one niuht and told ber to go to bed 
at a quarter to 10 o'clock. She refused to 
do so as tbey never went to bed till half-pasi 
10. On the following morning be threatened 
to kick her out of tbe bouse if she did nut go. 
The Judge gave this decision: ' I think your 
master was quite ri^bt in dismissing yon. 
When your master told you to go to bed it 
was your duty to do so ; and as you did 
not obey bis reasonable commands, he was 
justified io dismissing you. I shall Gnd a 
verdict for tbe defendant. ' — Pall Mall Gazette 



The emigration of women to Canadc under 
the supervision of Miss Rye, has beeo tbe 
subject of a communication irom a resident 
of Montreal to the London Times. Tbe 
writer oays : '' Having much to do with the 
English poor in Montreal, acd having lived 
for thirty-six years in various parts of Cana* 
da, I would oantion the English publi -, aod 
more particularly that class of women yon 
propose sending out here, against too much 
enthusiasm in tbe matter. I have no hesita- 
tion in saying, women are not wanted in 
Canada ; there are plenty aod to spare here ; 
but the class who should till the position of 
household servants prefer a bare living at 
anything else with their liberty. Conse- 
quently, good household servants, and they 
alone, are needed."

The Approach inq Election.— We have 
been asked repeatedly during tbe last lew 
days what tbe quahfioation would be at the 
next election.
